and ex-Senator Platt of New York, through 
which the former was to be nominated for 
President at the Chicago Convention. Ac- 
cording to this story Senator Cullom had a 
conference with Mr. Piatt during his last 
visit here, at which a partial understanding 
was reached.

What gives every one so much hope for 
Gen. Sheridan is the fact that he passed over 
yesterday without a recurrence of his peri- 
odic attack of heart failure, and there was 
no sign of one today.

There is 
more elasticity in their movements and more 
cheerfulness in their faces. The looks of 
gloom are gone. The General is gaining in 
strength. Every day that passes without a 
return of the heart failure makes him so 
much better able to hold out against another, 
and gives reason to hope that there wil not 
be a recurrence of those attacks. 

Gen. Sheridan passed a fairly good night 
and awoke this morning with a greatly in- 
creased appetite. Just before dawn he had 
an attack of coughing, which somewhat de- 
stroyed his rest, but the expectoration was 
free and there was an absence of wretching, 
which has heretofore hastened the heart 
trouble. 

When the 9 o’clock bulletin was issued it 
was stated that his pulse indicated satisfac- 
tory heartaction. During the day he con-

LORD STANLEY IS DEMOCRATIC. 


The New Governor-General of Canada Takes 
the Oath of Office. 

Orrawa, Ont., June 11,—Lord Stanley, the 
new Governor-General, has already become 
the subject oftalk by his democratic actions. 
He was ou Parliament Hill this afternoon 
long before the guard of honor, and em- 
ployed his waiting time in walking up and 
down the boulevard, chatting with Sir A. 
Caron, Sir Fred Middleton, and his 
aide-de-camp. Aiter the guard had arrived 
Lord Stanley did something which no 
other Governor before him has ever 
done, he inspected the guard. He then en- 
tered the Senate Chamber, where the cere- 
mony of swearing him in was gone through. 
Replying to the civic address, Lord Stanley 
expressed the thanks of himself and his fam- 
ily for the cordial welcome extended to him 
by the citizens of Ottawa. He was glad to see 
that the citizens of Ottawa were animated 
with loyalty to her Majesty, whom he char- 
acterized as becoming every day more warm- 
ly enshrined in the hearts of the people, 
after a reign of fifty years. e un- 
derstood the difficulty he would have in 
filling the position which had been occupied 
by a long list of illustmous predecessors, 
none of whom was more distinguished than 
ex-Governor-General Lansdowne. Though 
only in the country a few hours he felt at 
home, having already experienced the hospi- 
tality and cordiality which had made the 
name of Canadians proverbial. Continuing, 
the Governor-General expressed the hope 
that his short experience while Secretary of 
State for the colonies would prove fruitful 
during his stay in this great Dominion.

Whelan, who, it is understood, had prom- 
ised to vote for the ordinance, was conven- 
iently absent when the vote was taken— 
*dodged,”’ as Jim Appleton put it. 

The resolution of Ald. Dixon giving the 
Mayor power to refuse licenses in the future, 
in accordance with the spirit of the defeated 
was then taken up. Hamline 
moved to amend it so as to make it an ordi- 
nance. The motion was lost by a vote of 18 
yeas, 26 nays, the saloon men all voting to- 
gether as usual. 

Cullerton then offered as a substitute a res- 
olution calling on the Mayor to enforce the 
Dramshop act in every respect. He said 
that it was time to entorce the State law and 
bring the saloon men to their senses. This 
was voted down,26 to 20, the same as the vote 
on the ordinance. The vote then recurred 
on the Dixon order, which was approved by 
tne Mayor. It was voted down, 24 to &. 
Horn and Weinhardt voted with the minority 
this time. Thus ended tne Mayor’s well 
meant effort to amend the saloon ordinance 
in compliance with the wishes of the people. 

Wheian moved for a reconsideration of the 
vote by which the sidewalk on Michigan av- 
enue from Randolph to the river was nar- 
rowed from fourteen feet to nine feet. He 

resented a petition from property-owners. 

ixon was opposed to this and made a strong 
speech against it. He said it was the only 
way in @hich the Rush street brid 
could be utilized and a passage made 
from the North to the South Side. He 
moved that Whelan’s motion be laid 
on the table. Hamline thought a repealing 
ordinance should be introduced and referred 
to a committee, where the matter could be 
investigated. Cullerton thought that if the 
change was made the property-owners could 
claim and secure damages from the city. 
Manierre was in favor of the improvement, 
but thought the property-owners should be 
beard. fie believed the vote should be re- 
considered and the matter referred 
to a committee. Withereil asked for 
information and the Mayor said that 
he had looked into the matter and was satis- 
fied that something should be done to make a 
passageway. He had not signed the ordi- 
nance. Wetherell thought that the property- 
owners had already decided that the side- 
walk was too wide for pedestrian traffic, as 
they covered most of it with merchandise, 
encroaching on the rights of tne general pub- 
lic. Ald. Hammer thought the 8 
owners had had ample notice of the ordi- 
nance, but they had said nothing until 
It was passed. It had been btished in 
THe Trrpune a week before it was 
passed. The property-owners, who every 
day violated a dozen ordinances, and occupied 
street and sidewalk to tue exclusion of the 
general public, converting the thoroughfare 
into a crooked alleyway, seemed to think 
they owned the street as a private perquisit. 
In this they were mistaken. The ordinance 
was intended to promote the public good. Its 
repeal was asked to subserve private greed. 
He opposed reconsideration. Ald. Dixon 
thought the best thing that could be done 
was to introduce a repealing ordinance. 
The property-owners could then go before 
the Council committee on that point. Ald. 
Whelan’s motion to reconsider prevailed. 
Dixon, Love, Hamline, Emmerich, Hammer, 
and a few others voted against that motion.

The Mayor presented an ordinance grant- 
ing the West Division. Railroad right to lay 
tracks on Fifth avenue, Twelfth street via- 
duct, and Polk street. 

With it was also introduced an ordinance 
for the building. of a viaduct by the Chicago 
& Great Western Railway at Polk street, on 
tne land of the company. Both ordinances 
were passed. The Mayor explained in con- 
nection with them that the ‘West Division 
Company and the Wisconsin Central had 
agreed to contribute $60,000 towards the ex- 
pense of the. Fifth avenue-Twelfth street 
bridge viaduct in return for the privilege 
granted. 

A dog ordinance was presented by the 
Mayor to obviate as faras possible the ne- 
cessity of killing dogs. It provides for 
the impounding of any dog without the tag 
showing that he has been registered. After 
the Mayor’s proclamation for muzzling the 
same treatment shall be accorded to any 
dog without a muzzle unless led by a cord or 
chain. They may be redeemed any time 
within five days upon the payment of $2 and

f not redeemed within five days they shall 
be killed. The ordinance was passed by a 
unanimous vote. 


COUNTY BOARD PROCEEDINGS. 


The Charges Against Dr. Gray—The July 
Grand Jury—Other Business, 

The County Board yesterday received the 
report of its special committee appointed to 
investigate che charges against Assistant 
County Physician Gray, and refe the 
whole matter to County Physician Moyer for 
his consideration. As to the first charge, the 
committee could not discover wherein the 
most careful and searching examination 
could have resulted in locating the responsi- 
bility for the injuries which caused Moran’s 
death. ‘*A preponderance of testimony 
tends to sustain the second charge—that 
of making a false statement about the 
post-mortem—and if it be true that Dr. Gray 
is guilty, as stated, its. effect is far more 
serious than at first 
fact that Dr. Gray is 
pointee of this board, but 
County Physician, makes it incumbent 
upon the latter to take such action as in his 
opinion the tacts in the case demand. We 
recommend that the whole testimony be 
placed in his hands and that the board look 
to him (who alone is responsible to this 
board for the proper management of his of- 
fice) for action in the case.” Mrs. Matilda 
B. Carse sent her acceptance of the appoint- 
ment as a member of the County Board of 
Education, with thanks for their confidence 
in her ability to fill such a positaon, which 
she accepted because she felt so impressed 
with the importance of having the 
„mother element“ represented on that 
board. She hoped this noble example 
might be followed speedily by those in 
authority by the appointment of women on 
the City Board of ucation. The Clerks of 
the Courts, the County Treasurer, and 
Recorder petitioned for the closing of their 
offices at 2 p. m.

Ald. Landon’s Committee on Gas met yes- 
terday and placed the Burdett-Loomis fuel-gas 
ordinance on file. The several electric ordi- 
nances were postponed. The question relating 
to the contract for ting the gas lamps was re- 
ferred to the Controller, with power to act. 

The truit-pedalers have asked for an ordi- 
nance allowing them to peddle fruit and pay an 
annual license. The plan was to have the ped- 
diers get permission from the property-owners 
in front of whose premises they propose to con- 
duct their stand, and then they could not be mo- 
lested by the Police Department. Judge Green 
told the committee that it was impossible to 
draft a legal ordinance that would cover the 
case. If peddlers were allowed to sell fruit the 
samé law would apply to hardware, dry goods, 
ete., but the Supreme Court of New York had de- 
cided that a city had no right to cedicate a part 
of its streets for any such purpose. 


THREE-HOUR TALK ON THE TARIFF. | 


Some Prospect that the Debate Will Be 
Postponed Daring the Convention. 

Wasuixaton, D. C., June 11.—A rather 
thinly-attended caucus of Democratic Repre- 
sentatives talked for three hours tonight 
upon the Tariff bill. The caucus had been 
called to devise means for expediting action 
upon the bill, but nothing definit was accom- 
plished. There did not seem to be any clear 
idea as to how this was to be done. Even 
the member who drew up the cail—Macdon- 
ald of Minnesota—admitted that he had no 
proposition to offer. 

Mr. Mills said that ne had been requested 
by Mr. McKinley to cause the consideration 
of the billto be suspended during the Repub- 
lican Convention to accommodate a number 
of Republican members who wish to attend. 
In view of the proximity of the next fiscal 
year and tae urgent necessity for the speedy 
passing of the appropriation bills, to prevent 
the disastrous suspension of some branches 
of the Government, it was generally believed 
that this request might be granted and that 
the appropriation bills might be acted upon 
during the suspension of the tariff debate. 
Final disposition of the matter was left to 
the Democratic members of the Ways and 
Means Committee. 

Recurring again to the means of restrict- 
ing debate while the Tariff bill is under con- 
sideration it was decided that the effort 
should be made to carry out more closely 
the spirit of the rule resus the five- 
minute debate. One way in which this could 
be done, it was believed, would be to refuse 
to permit extensions of time to members 
„% by consent beyond the five minutes to 
which they are entitled. As this practice 
has grown into what the Democrats regard 
as an abuse it was resolved to put an end to 


it. 

Mr. Scott talked of obstruction and held 
that the Republicans had clearly manifested 
their intention to prolong the debate by every 
possible means. 

In the discussion it was suggested that 
something corresponding to the Keifer gag 
rule be applied, but the suggestion did not 
take practical sha It was developed 
that a considerable majority of the 
caucus favored the adoption of 
such a rule, but as it was not 
the intention to finally decide upon a line of 
procedure at this time it is probable that the 
debate will be allowed torun on for some 
time longer before au attempt is made to ap- 
ply any severe restrictive measures. More- 
over, it is still believed that after the Chica- 
go Convention the Republicans can be in- 
cuced to accept a proposition looking to an 
agreement upon the date of takinga final

Imported by Mr. Armour as “an Original 
Work of Art,” It Is Appraised as Man- 
ufactured Marble and Taxed 50 Instead 
of 30 Per Cent—Mr. Armour Trying to 
Straighten Out the Tangle— Where Shall 
the Line Be Drawn? 


Times have changed since Nathaniel Haw- 
thorne “kept” the custom-house at Salem. 
The “spac‘ous edifice of brick,” with its 
portico of half a dozen wooden pillars sup- 
po a balcony beneath which a wide 
flight of granit steps descended to the street, 
has passed into tne cobwebs of history with 
its own cobwebs, with the grass growing in 
the chinks of its pavement, and the row of 
venerable figures sitting in old-fashioned 
chairs tipped on their hind legs against the 
wall. “Ottentimes they were asleep, but oc- 
casionslly might be heard talking together in 
voices between speech and snore.” Seated 
like Matthew at the receipt of customs, they 
had little to receive, and were thankful that 
it was so. Lounging or a long-legged stool, 
with his elbow on his desk and his eyes 
wandering up and down the column of the 
morning newspaper, was the ** Locofoco Sur- 
veyor” of that good Democrat, Franklin 
Pierce. The besom of reform has swept

$2,500. Among the items were numerous 
etchings and eneravings—Botticelli’s Madon- 
nu, for instance, in black and white, and in- 
voiced at £18: painungs, among them Law- 
rerce’s Ada, Lady Byron, invoiced at £20— 
8 low; some bas reliefs in bronze; 
and most interesting of all, Bust of Napo- 
leon L., modeled by Canova.” Immediateiy 
there was some doubt in the minds of the 
custom officers. In one respect, and one only, 
the Custom-House of Chicago is like Haw- 
thorne’s old postin Salem. On some shelves 
a score or two of volumes of the Acts of Con- 

ss, anda bulky digest of the Revenue 
Laws.“ Mr. James A. Taylor presented the 
question to Mr, Deputy Hitt, who has passed 
upon many works of art, and who brings 
good judgment and well-informed taste to 
his decisions. Mr. Hitt same to the con- 
clusion that the bust of Napoleon, by Can- 
ova, was simply manufactured marble, and 
assessed it at 50 per cent ad valorem. 

Not unnaturally, Mr. Armour objected to 
the ruling.

He was being charged 50 
per cent instead of 30 per cent; and, to add to 
the injustice, an original work of art was 
being categoried with pavements and pilas- 
ters; his Canova Napoleon was treated 
with no more respect than the floor of 
a hotel cormdor. Mr. Seeberger heard the 
matter with courtesy. He had well-tned 
confidence in Mr. Hitt.

| gates to act in harmony with the other IIli- 


nois delegates and to use every honorabie 
means to secure the nomination of the great 
Indiana jurist. The convention, a thorough- 
ly representative gathering of the profes- 


tant commercial district of the’ Great 
West, was carried away completely 
by enthusiasm for Gresham, cheering to 
the echo every mention of his name 
and declaring him through the voice of its 
speakers and the language of its resolutions 
a candidate “worthy of the origin, history, 
traditions, and aspirations of the Republican 
party—one under whose leadership in the 
coming campaign the Republican party would 
be restored to power, and under whose Pres- 
idency the Nation wou!d be respected abroad 
and prosperous at home.” The unofficial 
representatives at the convention voiced the 


} enthusiasm of the masses by their repeated 


cheers for the Presidential choice of the 
gathering. This hearty expression of so im- 
portant a public body cannot fail to have its 
influence on the Republicans from other 
States now in Chicago, many of whom formed 
part of the cheering onlookers. 

The delegates chosen to represent the dis- 
trict in the National Convention are Judge 
Eugene Cary, who fell only about a dozen 
votes short of the number necessary to his 
nomination for Congress in the convention, 
and ex-State Senator William J. Campbell, 
one of the leading lawyers of the city, who 
enjoys a fine reputation in the State and 
Nation. Both gentlemen are earnest sup- 
porters of Judge Gresham, and instructions 
were not needed so far as they are con- 
cerned, but were adopted as an emphatic ex- 
pression of the district’s choice. Judge Cary 
preferred Mr. Bluine as long as there was 
any possibility that he would be a candi- 
date. He is now as zealous in behalf of 
Judge Gresham as he wäs in behalf of Mr. 
Blaine. Senator Campbell may be called an 
original Gresham man. 

The alternates chosen are Mr. H. H. Kohl- 
saat, a well-known manufacturer and ex- 
tensive employer of labor, and Mr. Henry V. 
Freeman, a representative of the important 
southern suburb of Hyde Park. Both are 
Gresham men. Indeed, none but a Gresham 
man could hope forasolitary vote in the con- 
vention of yesterday. The delegates and 
alternates tairly represent the business and 
professional elemeuts of Chicago. 

This completes the round of the Chicago 
and Illinois conventions and Illinois and Chi- 
cago are solid for Gresham, as doubtless the 
National Convention will be before adjourn- 
ment. The enthusiasm in his favor has 
grown steadily since the Second District of 
the State (the southwestern wards of the 
city) instructed its delegates to vote for 
him two months ago. There has been 
no wavering in that time. As his strength 
with the people ana his availability as a can- 
didate became known, as his record has been 
inquired into, understood, and appreciated, 
he has grown in favor with the people out- 
side his own State and Illinois. If the wishes 
of the masses of the American people are ex- 
pressed fairly ana freely by the National 
Convention, as the wishes of the masses of 
the people of the First Illinois District; were 
expressed in the convention of yesterday, he 
will be the Republican nominee and the next 
President of the United States. 


} THE RED BANDANA. 

Tune emblems of parties have generally 
becn chosen for some significant reason. On 
the banners of Odin’s followers was an eight- 
tooted horse, signifying that Odin could 
travel on sea or land with equal speed and 
wind. 
The soldiery of Constantine marched under 
the miraculous cross which that great Cap- 
tain believed he had seen at a critucal mo- 
ment in the heavens, and under the cross 
was the legend, In this sign we conquer.“ 
The Crusaders derived from emblematic in- 
signia renewed courage as they trudged the 
desert sands. Their romantic commanders, 
not content with general embiems, had each 
his own; and from helmet, corselet, or shield 
dangled the favor of the last fair hand his 
lips had kissed on starting out for Palestine. 

Sometimes party emblems have been adopt- 
ed by spontaneous consent without apparent 
significance. It is not known how the flower- 
de- luce became the special emblem of France. 
Against it on a famous field another cele- 
brated emblem led a victorious host:

Its significance 
is apparent. It is the red bandana of Thur- 
man. Unlike the original oriflamme, it is an 
article of utility. It has always been the 
special emblem of one Democrat—a man of 
fine manners and gentle breeding, who in his 
prime was not only trumpet-tongued but 
trumpet-nosed. Appreciating the sad indif-

He 
has consented to be his running-mate. Mind- 
ful of the disgust which the proximity must 
awaken, the party generously has allowed 
that Thurman should have the meansof hold- 
ing his nose as much as he pleases. This con- 
sideration for the man brought forth from the 
unhonored seclusion in which the selfishness 
of Cleveland had thrust him, and dragged 
out for the sole purpose of infusing some en- 
thusiasm into a second campaign for the 
coldblooded and sinister head of the party, 
acquires added meaning from the description 
of Cleveland recently made by an eminent 
Senator who understands ger gate feel- 
ings. He. says Cleveland is ot eloquent, 
nor learned, nor cultivated, nor agreeable, 
nor entertaining, nor attractive in mind, 
manner, or person.” To be compelled to go 
through a campaign with such a companion 
was enough to warrant the convention in 
authorizing Thurman to keep his bandana in 
‘hand; and in quiet but humorous confession 
of their common misfortune the party will 
all carry handkerchiefs until November.

COL. TAYLOR FOR CONGRESS. 

Col. Abner Taylor was nominated for Rep- 
resentative in Congress by the Republicans 
of the First Illinois District yesterday. His 
principal compefitors were Mr. W. H. Harper, 
the well-known author of the Illinois High- 
License law, and Judge Eugene Cary, a iead- 
ing business-man of the city, who was the 
Republican and Citizens’ candidate for Mayor 
of the city in 1883 and was defeated by meth- 
ods which will not bear investigation. Judge 
Cary received a large vote in the convention, 
but it was evident from the beginning that 
Col. Taylor was tne choice of the majority. 
Mr. Harper received the cordial support of 
his own ward and of some of tne dele- 
gates from other parts of the district. 
Mr. R. W. Dunham, the present member, 
withdrew from the contest last week and 
bis name was not presented, The conven- 
tion, which was good-humored and har- 
monious throughout, made Col. Taylor’s 
nomination unanimous. There is no doubt 
about the election of the nominee. The dis- 
trict, which has a larger population than any 
other in America, is overwhelmingly Repub- 
lican, and Col. Taylor will not only poll the 
full Republican vote but will receive a large 
support from the Democratic business-men, 
among whom he is deservedly popular. 

Col. Taylor has been a lifelong Republican, 
always an active and zealous supporter of 
the party’s candidates, and a generous con- 
tributor to the campaign funds. As one 
of the leading business-men of the city 
and connected with one of our leading 
will be a fitting 
representative of the richest and most 
populous commercial and manufacturing 
district of the Great West. He is thor- 
oughly acquainted with the needs of his dis- 
trict in the way of public improvements that 
must be made unaer the superintendence of 
the National Government. Heis conversant, 
for instance, with the drainage and naviga- 
tion proposals in which the people of the 
district are interested, and always has been 
a sturdy defender of the rights of the city 
in the Lake-Front property as opposed to the 
cormorant claims of tbe corporations. He 
has been an intelligent advocate of river and 
harbor improvements also. There is every 
reason to believe that he will make an ac- 
ceptable and valuable Representative. His 
election is a foregone conclusion. The Dem- 
ocrats will not offer serious if any opposi- 
tion. 

The convention completed its labors by 
G. F. McKnight of Engle- 
wood for member of the State Board of 
Equalization. Mr. McKnight was chosen 
for that position some time ago by Gov. 
Oglesby on the resignation of Mr. James P. 
Root. The nominee is highly spoken of. 


CANDIDATES TO OFFSET THURMAN. 

It is all nonsense to talk about it being 
necessary to nominate John Sherman or some 
other Ohio man in order to countervail the 
Democratic nomination of Thurman and 
make Ohio certainly Republican. Ohio is at 
present a reliable Republican State and will 
give its vote for the nominée of the Chicago 
Convention. Thurman has no exceptional 
strength in Ohio and he was not strongly 
favored by the Democratic delegates from 
that State for the Vice-Presidéncy. The only 
time since the war that Thurman was ever 


in 1867, when he ran for Governor and 
was beaten by Hayes. Thurman was 
not only defeated. but ran behind his 
ticket. The Democratic Legislatures that 
elected Thurman to the United States 
Senate were secured not by his popularity 
but because of special issues which at the 
time bore against the Republicans—negro 
suffrage in 1868 and Bill Allen's flat- money 
**Qhio idee” in 1873. 

Thurman is, if anything, a stronger man in 
other sections than in Ohio, and his popular- 
ity is based on just two points in his public 
record—viz.: his championship of the Pacific 
Railroad Sinking-Fund bill and his opposi- 
tion to Chinese immigration. In both these 
matters he is entitled simply t the credit of 
coéperating with leading Republicans, and 
by no device can either the Sinking-Fund 
act or the Anti-Chinese bill be claimed as 
distinct Democratic measures. Neverthe- 
less, Thurman’s aititude on these matters 
must be kept in mind in selecting Re- 
publican candidates. It would be suicidal 
to nominate railroad or monopoly men 
and place them in contrast even with the 
second man on the Democratic ticket with 
his record of participating in the attempt to 
stop the Pacific railroad fraud and bring the 
defaulting railroads to some sort of terms. 
So, too, with Thurman’s record on Chinese 
immigration. Opposed to a candidate with 
acontrary record this might give him great 
strength on the Pacific slope. Unfortu- 
nately, some of the Republican candidates, 
who are capable leaders and faithful Repub- 
licans, are nevertheless weak on the Pacific 
coast because of their position on the Chinese 
immigration question. They would make ex- 
cellent Presidents if elected, but it would be 


the Thurman ticket. With such an issue 
California would be in danger, even though 
Thurman is only the second man on the Dem- 
ocratic ticket. The significance of Thur- 
man’s nomination isin his anti-Chinese rec- 
ord and his opposition to the Pacific railroad 
swindle on the Government. It will not do, 
therefore, ior the Republicans to select can- 
didates who have held pro-Chinese views or 
who have been associated with or amassed 
fortunes in corporate monopolies. 


OFFICIAL MISSTATEMENTS. 

The chief reason why England was so slow 
in waking up to the truth about Ireland was 
that the Government withheld the commer- 
cial and industrial information by which 
alone the real condition of lreland could be 
ascertained. Owing to the prohibitory legis- 
lation enacted by Parliament for the destruc- } 
tion of Irish manufactures in the seventeenth 
and eighteenth centuries the smaller island 
was reduced to agriculture and an always 
languishing linen trade, which enjoyed a 
brief period of prosperity during the War of 
the Rebellion. The foreign trade which Ire- 
land was building up in Swift's time disap- 
peared under hostile tariffs. A cross-chan- 
nel trade sprang up in the early part of the 
present century; but in 1825 the Government 
abolished the statistics bureau by which it 
would have been recorded. There have not 
been kept separate commercial and industrial 
statistics for Ireland; and it has been diff. 
cult, therefore, to procure authentic data 
showing how low and how rigorous its de- 
pression has continued to be. 

There are, however, some sources of offi- 
cial information. They are found in the in- 
come tax returns. They specify the basis of 
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view with a t Mr. Balfour, de- 
fending his brutal policy in Ireland, said that 
the commercial conaition of Ireland is better 
in every way than it was twenty years azo. 
„rue returns,” he added. in my possession 
do not show any material falling-off since 
1875.” 

This is a fair sample of the misrepreseiſta- 
tion upon which the English Tories rely for 
public support of their coercion method of 
government. The official income tax returns 
for 1875, representing the total assessment 
on lana, occupation, funds, trades and pro- 
fessions, ana profits of office, make an aggre- 
gate of , 105,281. There is an annual de- 
cline, year after year, except one, 1876, when 
there was a slight increase, and in 1886 the 
aggregate was 428,823, 228. Inasmuch as 
these returns are accessible to everybody it 
is manifest that Mr. Balfour simply assumed 
that nobody would take the trouble to look 
up the facts. He gave the statement to the 
correspondent of an American paper. It will 
be curious to see how he will meet in the 
House of Commons the exposure of either 
his ignorance or his untruth. 

Mr. Balfour's attention was called to the 
failure of a number of the Irish railways to 
pay a dividend for the last year. He 
answered that on the whole the railway 
system isin a more healthy condition than in 
previous years. This is shown by the traffic 
receipts.’ Turning to the official returns, it 
is clear that again either Mr. Balfour did not 
know the truth or did not choose to tell it. 
The latest figures are for 1886. From them 
it appears that the average per mile for 
freight and passenger traffic is lower than in 
any year since 1869, except the year 1884, 
when it touched its lowest point. The inter- 
view was full of similar misstatements. If 
any American official holding a responsible 
post should display equal ignorance or like 
unveraciousness he would be laughed or 
jeered out of office in a week. But the time 
has not yet come for laughing or jeering 
British politicians out of office for suppress- 
ing or distorting truth about English mis- 
rule in Ireland. 


THE DEMOCRATIC CAMPAIGN FUND. 

If New York and the other doubtful States 
can be carried in no other way than by boodle 
the Republicans may as well give up fhe con- 
test. In the coming campaign the Democrats 
will have pecuniary resources which the Re- 
publicans caunot hope to equal. It will be 
remembered that at the time of the flurry in 
the money mar«et in Wall street last winter 
the Administration dealt with the stringency 
by ordering between $60,000,000 and $70,000,000 
of Treasury funds to be put on deposit in the 
New York banks free of interest. That 
enormous sum of Government money is still 
in the New York banks and draws no inter- 
est. It will remain where it is until the 
close of the Cleveland Administration 
at least, and probabiy heavy additional 
deposits will be made. In case Cleveland is 
reélected the New York banks can calculate 
on holding and using these princely deposits, 
in part at least, without interest for four 
years more. Can’t the New York banks 
afford to pay something into the Cleveland 
campaign fund for this royal stake? Can the 
New York bankers, without ungrateful and 
niggardly meanness, refuse a contribuwon to 
the Cleveland campaign fund aggregating at 
least 2 per cent of their respective free Gov- 
ernment deposits? As a business matter 
couldn't they well afford to pay more than 
this, and as a gift would anything less be 
decent? Plainly, without asking for a single 
ordinary contribution or levying an assess- 
ment on one of the 100,000 officeholders, the 
Democratic National Committee can have at 
the beginning of the campaign the princely 
sum of $1,200,000 from the favored New York 
banks, with the committee’s other resources 
still untouched. Can the Republicans equal 
this? Of course not. 

There isnot a Republican candidate in 
sight who, if he should give his entire fort- 
une and thatof his relatives to the cam- 
paign fund, could put the Republicans on an 
even footing with the Democracy in the mat- 
ter of money. If it is to be a doliar-against- 
dollar or barrel-against barrel fight, the Re- 
publicans are overmatched hopelesly and 
beaten at the outset. The true Republican 
policy is to avoid all appearance of a boodle 
campaign, raise no more money than is ac- 
tualiy necessary for legitimate expenses, and 
nominate a candidate without a barrel,“ 
but whose character will command the sup- 
port of voters Who will work harder for hon- 
est sentiment and principle than they ever 
would for pay.

HARBORMLSTER IRWIN TAKEN TO TASE. 


Commissioner Swift Says Insubordinate 
Tugmen Must Be Prosecuted. 
Wednesday noon Capt. Bob. Teed, com- 
manding a tug of the same name, had a sulky 
fit because the Clark-street bridgetender’s 
way of doing business did not suit him, and 
maliciously jammed his tug and a tow into 
the draw when it was already full The re- 
sult was that 5,000 people were kept waiting 
twenty-three minutes. This probably as- 
suaged his spleen, but it made several people 
indignant, and the matter was brought to 
the attention of the Prosecuting Attorney. 
He said that all such matters were under the 
jurisdiction of the city, and that the prosecu- 
tion must begin with Harbormaster Irwin. 
A reporter for Tun Tripune interviewed 
Irwin, and he said such things 
were an everyday occurrence; that if 
he should undertake to prosecute the 
offending tug captains he would not have 
time for anything else, and the same as said 
that he should not do anything in the matter. 
It now appears that Mr. Irwin knows con- 
siderable more than he did when he talked 
so glibly to the reporter. The interview 
caught the eye of Commissioner Swift, 
Mr. Irwin was informed that he was wanted 
at the City Hall. He was taken to task for 
his fool“ talk, and promptly denied hav- 
ing made it. What else couid he do? Of 
course Mr. Swift had to accept his denial, 
but Mr. Irwin got a thorough going-over just 
the same. He was directed to prosecute 
Capt. Teed, was informed that such affairs 
were his business, and was the recipient of 
a strong hint that if he could not find time to 
attend to such cases of pure cussedness”’ 
on the part.of vesselmen somebody could 
easily be found who could. Capt. Teed will 
be proceeded against.

Judge Gresham on the Tariff 

From the Wali Street Speech of Oct. 20, 1884: 
In revising our tariff laws and reducing our cus- 
toms revenues home interests should not be 
neglected. [Applause.] Indeed, protection to 
manufacturers and laborers can and should be 
afforded by taxing only such imports as come 
into real competition, and admitting others free. 
No one disputes that the Republican party is in 
favor of thus affording protection to our domestic 
industries. [Cheers.] Revenue laws should be 
enacted with reference to our local conditions 
and wants. We should legislate in the interest 
of our own people racher than in the interest of 
mankind at large. Not until we are able to con- . 
trol the markets of the world can we afford to 
adopt free trade. No intelligent man needs to be 
told that the weight of opinion in the Democratic 
party is decidedly opposed to the protective 
system; but that once in full possession of the 
Government it would refuse to enact or main- 
tain protective-tariff laws. But it is not now my 
purpose to enter into an extended discussion of 
the tariff question. 


Freemasons in Politics. 

Freemasonry is so important a factor in the 
politics of France that the step which some of 
its. leading members have just taken is deserving 
of particular notice. M. Coltavru, late President 
of the council of the order, and several other 
masters of lodges, or “‘ venerables,"’ as they are

taken to guard against tue intrusion of any alien 
to the craft. Gen. Boulanger is not a Freema- 
son, though a few weeks ago it was reported that 
he was in pourparlers with a view to entering a 
Parisian lodge. As, however, this very lodge al- 
most immediately adopted a resolution condemn- 
ing his agitation, the idea was abandoned. The 
attitude just assumed by the Masonic leaders is 
in strict accordance with the principles of all 
their lodges. The Empire has no more bitter 
foes.—London Telegraph. 2

A SIBERIAN FORWARDING PRISON. 


The Miserable Cells Into Which the Un- 
happy Convicts Are Crowded. 
George Kennan in the Century: The Tiu- 
men prison was originally built to hold 500 
prisoners, but was subsequently enlarged by 
means of detached barracks so that it could 
accommodate 800. The day of our visit, as 


we were informed by a small blackboard | 


hanging beside the office door, it contained 
1,741. As we approached the entrance we 
were stopped by an armed sentry, wo, 
upon being informed tliat we desired 

mittance, shouted through a square port- 
hole in the heavy gate, ‘Star-she-e-e!’ (the 
usual call for the officer of the day). A cor- 
poral or sergeant, with a sabre at his side 
and a Colt’s revolver. in a holster on his hip, 
answered the summons, carried our note to the 
Warden, ana in a moment we were admitted 
to the prison yard. Fifty or — exiles and 
convicts were 8 aimlesly back 
and forth in front of the main prison 
building or sitting idly in groups here 
and there on the ground. They were all 
dressed from head to foot in a costume of 
gray, consisting of a visorless Scotch cap, a 
shirt and trousers of coarse homespun linen, 
and a long gray overcoat with one or two 
diamona-shaped patches of black or yellow 
cloth sewn upon the back between the 
shoulders. Nearly all of them wore leg- 
fetters, and the air was filled with a peculiar 
clinking of chains, which suggested the con- 
tinuous jingling of innumerable bunches of

The first ‘kamera’ or cell t we en 
téred was situated in a one-story log barrack 
standing against the wall on the left of. the 
ate, and built evidently to receive the over- 
ow from the crowded main building. The 
room was about 35 feet in length by 25 in 
width and 12 feet high; its walls of hewn 
logs were covered with dirty whitewash, its 
rough plank floor was biack with dried mud 
and hard-trodden filth; and it wassighted 
by three grated windows looking out 
into the prison yard. Down the centre of the 
room, and occupying about haif its width, 
ran the sleeping-bench—a wooden platform 
twelve feet wide and thirty feet long, sup- 
rted, at a hight of two feet from the 
heer. by stout posts. Each longitudinal haif 
of this low platform sloped a little—roof- 
wise—from the centre, so that when the pris- 
oners slept upon it in two closely-packed 
transverse rows their heads in the middle 
were a few inches higher than their feet 
at the edges. These sleeping-platforms are 
known as ‘nares,’ and a Siberian prison cell 
contains no other furniture except a large 
wooden tub for excrement. The prisoners 
have neither pillows, blankets, nor bed- 
cloting, and must lie on these hard plank nares 
with no covering but their overcoats.

doors, and the chances for an education in 
East St. Louis are slim.

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Flesh and color are the component elements 
of “The Corsair.” The former is incased in 
tights; the latter laid on with a trowel. The 
main objection to it as a burlesque is that it does 
not burlesque anything generally known; for 
Byron's poem of the same name, which is pre- 
sumably the object of attack, is becoming obso- 
lete with every passing yeur. in the second 
place tne tone of the dialog is low, vulgarity 
being made to pass for wit. Opposed to these 
defects are brilliant scenery, rich costumes, 
an admirable arrangement of lights, and a 
liberal sprinkling of popular tunes. In the 
estimation of the class of playgoers 
for whom such works as “The Corsair” are 
especially prepared these considerations will 
doubtless outweigh the artistic shortcomings 
above noted. Tospeak of the piece compara- 
tively, it is inferior to its predecessors, not be- 
ing as gay and clear as Adonis,“ and lacking 
the genuine burlesque spirit that animated 
“Evangeline.” Its fleshly grossness, which 
must condemn it in the eyes of good taste, is 
perhaps the quality that will render it 
palatable to Mr. Edward E. Rice's pa- 
trons. This much is said of it critically; 
further than this it calls for nothing but descrip- 
tion. The principal scenes of the first act are 
the market-place at Stambeul, which glitters 
with silver foil, and the deck of Conrad's bark, a 
gorgeous piece of ornamentation. Here it is that 
the fun-makers (by courtesy, comedians) amuse 
the spectators with a portrayal of seasickness 
which is distressing toa sensitive stomach. A 
pirate’s grotto opens the second act, and is 
transformed into the garden of the Pasha, 
where prismatic fountains play, while a 
bevy of pretty girls in dazzling costumes 
march and counter-march until the eye is sati- 
ated with their evolutions. The third act sur- 
passes the others in scenic effulgenee. A series 
of tableaux is disclosed by the withdrawal of 
three curtains, the size of the stage opening, 
of crimson, Nile green, and pink silk plush. On 
the Palace of Pearl, which makes the climax of 
these splendors, the final curtain falls. The 
shapely Miss Annie Summerville, who has no 
more idea of burlesque acting than a piece 
of waxwork, takes the part of Conrad. 
Her first dress is of chocolate and crimson satin, 
heavily trimmed with gold. The second, pale 
pink India silk showered with pearls, with cloth 
of silver let in the sleeves, and the whole dashed 
with crimson satin. The third, a monastic habit 
and cowl of chocolate plush, lined with canary 
satin, and girded with bronze cincture. This dis- 
guise is subsequentiy thrown off, Cisclosing the 
fourth dress, a blending of lavenderand crimson, 
a richly plumed helmet of gold, and a heavily- 
jeweled sword and scabbard, depending by four 
gradating chains from a massive golden belt. The 
fifth and last is the wedding dress of embossed 
cream velvet, with cap to match, the 
latter being adorned with two drooping 
ostrich plumes clasped with diamonds. 
Miss Louise Montague, who takes the part of 
Medora, is not only a handsome woman, but is 
full of the vitality and the true spirit of bur- 
lesque. She appears first in pale blue and 
chocolate, richly bedizened in and out with gold 
spangies and ornamented with gold and silver 
soutache braid. She is seen next in a pale blue 
India silk dress with flesh-colored tights, a large 
belt covered with pearis, and long pendant 
strings of pearls gracefully looped thereto. Her 
cap is a spiral coil of pearls, through the inter- 
stices of which her waving hair appears. In her 
wedding dress she is adorned with large white 


roses, and her drapery is showered with glass 


spangles and diamonds, whilst.over all is thrown 
u long tulle veil reaching almost to the ground. 
Miss Lila Blow looks to perfectior the part of 
Gulnare, a reigning beauty and the Sultan's fa- 
vorit.“ Her eyes are luminous enough to shame 
even her costumes. Mr. Frank David, Mr. George 
Schiller, and Mr. Richard Golden are depended 
on to furnish fun. The first, who has not before

e Rice productions, and is well liked. Mr. 
Golden is somewhat harder in temperament 
than his fellows, but is equally industrious. 
The dancing of Miss Amelia Glover was a unique 
and enjoyable incident of the entertainment. 
The cozy auditorium of Hooley's was never more 
closely packed than at the first performance of 
The Corsair,” which, despite the exceptions 
that must be taken to it by the tew, starts in 
with every prospect of pleasing the many.

If the play bills of * The Paymaster,” pre- 
sented at-the Grand Opera-House, did not bear 
the name of Mr. Duncan Harrison as author, one 
would ascribe it to an Australian source, as it 
greatly resembles in tone and workmanship a 
drama that recently came from that region, and 
was called The Soggarth.” The resemblance, 
it will be understood, fs one of style, not of plot. 
This unpretentious military melodrama shows 
an understanding of the Anglo-Irish social 
conditions that one would hardly expect to 
find in an American. It has many dra- 
matic incidents, and the tact that the 
motive is strained does not destroy their effect- 
iveness. One can hardly believe that an Eu- 
glish Colonel to gratify a private enmity would 
stoop to the meanness of stealing the money-box 
of his own Paymaster. An officer, of course, 
may commit a crime, but it jars with one’s pre- 
conceived notions that he should commit one of 
the sneak-thief order. The arrest of the Pay- 
master, who is the hero, ends the first act. In 
the second a faithful servant helps the Paymas- 
ter to escape from prison. A sensational leap 
from a high cell window, a splash in a tank 
that serves for a river, the shot of a vigilant sen- 
try, a distant whistle that tells the servant that 
his master is safe—these are the incidents of 
Act Il. Inthe third act a somewhat worn ex- 
peaient is ingeniously revived. A Sergeant has 
been sent to search the Paymaster’s house. He 
tells the mother (to whom he is bounden) that 
he will accept her word as a soldier’s widow that 
her son is not there. An old man rises to de- 
part, but is stopped by the Sergeant's 
guard. It is the Paymaster in disguise. 
The Sergeant, who recognizes him, struggles 
with his sense of affection and his sense of duty, 
and at last gives the order to pass the old man 
through the line. ‘““Your word?’ he then asks, 
turning to the mother. She gives if, as she now 
truthfully. may, “ He is not here.” The fourth 
act calls again the tank into requisition. As 
may be gathered the play is surprisingly good in 
spots, and is at all times respectable. 
Justice is hardly done it in the act- 
ing, for some of the players were new 
to their parts, and Mr. Harrison, who 
enacted the hero, was suffering from injuries 
sustained a few weeks ago in taking the leap in 
the second act. An injured arm and neck and a 
broken leg are results that speak better for bis 
enthusiasm than his discretion. He played 
moderately and judiciously, but the wonder is 
that he appeared at all. Miss Maud Adams, who 
is new to Chicago, was the heroine. She is a 
gentie and pleasing actress. A truthfully-colored 
bit of low comedy was the Larry of Thomas 
O'Malley. With good bearing and modesty Mr. 
Neil O'Brien carried the part of Capt. Hammers- 
leigh. Mr. Alfred Rumble treated sympathet- 
ically the réle of an old veteran. In fact, in the 
acting. as in the play itself, despite many erud- 
ities, they were enough good points to compensate 
one for following it with attention through an 
evening.

Miss Pixley’s play,. The Deacon’s Daugh- 
ter.“ was described when it had its first presenta- 
tion at McVicker’s earlier in the season. It is a 
farcical comedy of the made-to-order pattern, 
designed less to tell a story than to 
furnish the actress with an opportunity 
to monopolize the centre of the 
stage.

PRODUCE-MEN GREATLY EXCITED. 


The New Elevator Law Seriously Disturbs 
the New-Yorkers. 

New York, June 11.—[Special.j—Had a 
thunderbolt falien on the roof of the 
Produce Exchange at 1 O clock this. 
afternoon it would hardly have created 
more excitement than the receipt of 
the news at taat time ‘that Gov. Hill had 
signed the McEvoy Elevator bill, making ita 
law. It is an important measure which serious- 
ly affects the grain trade in every city of over 
130,000 population, particularly the cities of 
New York, Brooklyn, and Buffalo. Its pro- 
visions limit the charge for elevat- 
ing, receiving, weighing, and discharg- 
ing grain by means of floating elevators 
and warehouses to five-eighths of a cent a 
bushel, the steamships and canal boats only 
being required to pay the actual cost of 
shoveling the grain to the leg of the 
elevator when unloading and trimming car- 
go when loading. A fine of $250 or more and 
costs is imposed for violating the act. 

The bill was introduced and its passage 
urged by Erie Canal boat owners, it is said, 
but members of the Produce Exchange 
denounced the measure. They declare 
that it will practically stop the export grain 
trade for the time being, and the general 
feeling on the floor of the exchange 
seemed to be that the grain trade of this 
port will be paralyzed, the canal trade se- 
riously injured, and, as @ result, the grain 
will be driven by railroad to Philadelphia, 
Baltimore, and Boston for shipment. 

There was no little excitement along the 
North River front, where ocean steam- 
ships are loading grain. If the elevators 
shut down the grain will nave to be 
passed, as it was years ago, in small 
measures from hand to hand on stages, a 
slow process compared with the present 
and one that will cause delays. Man 
of the Produce Exchange men thin 
that a W R meeting of the Legislature 
will be called.

Recent Legal Decisions Which Are of 
Much Interest to Catholics. 

New York Herald, June6: A popular mis-

ary designated by the testator in order that 
the trust could be executed. This important 
decision, the gist of which is given below, 
will long stand as a famous opinion. It is 
recalled by one rendered by Surrogate Lott 
of Brooklyn a few days ago, as reported in 
the Herald at the time. 

The will of Anna Eva Schwarz, who was a 
devout Catholic, contained this clause: 

„I hereby direct my executor, hereafter 
named, to have masses read for the repose of 
my soul, for which I direct him to expena 
the sum of $500.” 

The Surrogate said that he was constrained 
by the decision of the Courtof Appeais in 
the case of Holland vs. Alcock to determine 
this disposition to be invalid. N 

Great weight is attached to this decision, 
iuasmuch as it affects every will containing 
a similar clause. It is ah undisputed fact 
that a vast number of Catholics devise a cer- 
tain amount of money to the c hurch for 
masses to be offered for the eternal repose of 
their souls. Those of the faithful who have 
made their wills and conformed to this cus- 
tom should overhaul them and learn whether 
they will stand the legal test. 

The precise reason why: the Surrogate de- 
ciared this disposition of Mrs. Schwarz to be 
invalid 1s based on the simple fact that no 
beneficiary is named. In the case Judge 
Rapallo decided he said: : 

„There is no beneficiary in existence or to 
come into existence who is interested in or 
can demand the execution of the trust. No 
defined or ascertainable living person has or 
ever can have any temporal interest in its 
performance, nor is any incorporated church 
designated so as to entitle it to claim any por- 
tion of the fund.“ 

And again: The absence of a defined 
beneticiary is, as a general rule, a fatal ob- 
jection to any attempt to ereate a valid trust.“ 

Judge Rapello also cited this ruling: “A 
power given to executors to select the bene-

In that case it would have obviated all 
difficulty,” said Vicar-General Keegan of 
Brooklyn yesterday. This is an important 
matter and should borne in mind.“ 

Another priest said: A great many wills 
have contained gifts like the one you men- 
tion, and probably thousands of them are 
yet to come. Then I understand that unless 
some particular priest is made the benefi- 
ciary, masses which the deceased requested 
should be said for her soul will not be of- 
fered. That is a pretty hard law, the justice 
of which 1 don’t exactly penetrate. Mrs. 
Schwarz’s executor could have paid the 
money to her tor.“ Here the question 
arises: If he didn’t pay it who could compel 
him, since nobody would have the power to 
enforce the trust!“ 


OLD-TIME EXECUTIONS. 


The Manner in Which Malefactors Were Put 
to Death in Olden Times. 
Gentleman’s Magazine: In the seventeenth 
and eighteenth centuries our method of exe- 
cutions was most brutal. There was the long 
ride of the criminal in an open cart, with his 
coffin by his side, either to Tyburn or to the 
spot where he committed the murder; the 
cart was stopped under the gailows, the rope 
was fastened around the criminal’s neck, the 
-Carman gave the horse a lash, and the poor 
wretch was left swaying to ard fro, kicking. 
If he had friends, they would try to shorten 
his agony by hanging on to his legs and beat- 
ing his breast, a shocking sight. But hang- 
‘ing then was iooked upon as a holiday spec- 
tacle, in which we find the lower class took 
t interest and evinced much sympathy 
with the deceased. For instance, Claude 
Duval, the celebrated * lay in 
state at the Tangier Tavern in St. Giles’ in a 
room hung with black cloth, the bier cov- 
ered with scutcheons, and with eight wax 
candles burning around. He was buried by 
torchlight, and was followed to Covent 
Garden Church by a numerous train 
of mourners, mostly women. Misson, a 
French writer who visited Engtand in the 
reign of William III., says: He that is 
hang’d or otherwise executed first takes care 
to get himself shav’d ana hanasomely arest, 
either in mourning or in the dress of a bride- 
groom. This done, he sets his friends to 
work to get him leave to be bury’d and tocar- 
ry his coffin with him, which is easily obtain’d. 
hen his suit of cloaths, or nightgown, his 
| loves, hat, perriwig, nosegay, coffin, flannel 
ress tor bis corps, and all those things are 
bought and prepared the main point is taken 
care of—his mind is at peace, and shen he 
thinks of his conscience. Generally he 
studies a specch, which he pronounces under 
the gallows and gives in writing to the She- 
riff or the minister that attends him in his 
last moments, desiring that it may be printed. 
Sometimes the girls dress in white, with 
at silk scarves, and carry baskets full of 
owers and oranges, scattering these favors 
all the way they go. But to represent things 
as they really are I must needs own that, if 
a pretty many of these people dress thus gayly 
and go to it with such an air of indifference, 
there are many.others that go slovenly 
enough and with dismal 1 I remember 
one day I saw in the park a handsome girl, 
well dressed, that was thenin mourning for 
her father, who bad been hanged but a 
month before at Tyburn for faise coinage. So

try. Saturday he had the mount on Bob Miles, 
a big favorit for the steeplechase. Cross was

with his whip Cross urged him on with all speed.

The impetus of the horse cause 
him to throw acomplete somerset, falling with 
his weight upon the prostrate jockey. The 
trainers and spectators quickly picked him up 
and carried him to the club-house. It was not 
thought that he was seriously injured, for such 
falls are of daily occurrence on the race track. 
On examination, however, it was foynd that he 
had fractured two rios and received internal in- 
juries. He was removed to the Manhattan Hos- 
pital, where he died.

TROUBLE IN LABOR CIRCLES, 


Carnegie to Abandon All Alliances—The 
Amalgamated Scale. 

Prrrsnonc, Pa., June 11.— The Amalgamated 
Association will complete the new scale of 
wages to-morrow ana present it to the manu- 
facturers Wednesday preparatory to the con- 
ference Thursday afternoon. 

The plate and tank mill scale will be com- 
pleted today and then the balance of the scaie 
will be taken up, including the nailers’ scale. 
This was left out by the manufacturers in 
their proposition to the workers. The Amal- 
gamated Association will insist on the nail- 
ers’ scale being inserted, and will also place 
the roll-turners’ schedule of wages before 
the manufacturers once more. 

It is stated on reliable authority that Car- 
negie, 1 & Co. have decided to cut loose 
from the nufacturers’ Protective Associa- 
tion and the Amalgamated Association and 
run independently. The break will be made 
July 1, when wage scales will be adopted for 
the union iron-miils at the Twenty-ninth 
street, the Thirty-third street mill, and the 
large steei plant at Homestead. These works 
have heretofore been controlled by bos * 
gamated Association and the — * 
the manufacturers’ bar-iron It is — 
posed, and the proposition will be carried 
out, to change the base of the scale from bar 
iron to the prices on structural material. 

If the Carnegie firm insist on the change 
of base it may cause a rupture in the work- 
ers’ organization, but the result cannot be 

predicted at present. 

New York, June 11.—Ali the lathers in 
the city went on a strike this morning for 
better wages and shorter hours. The de- 
mands are $4 aday pay and nine hours’ 
work a day, except Saturday, when the 
hours are fixed at eight. At present the 
wages are about $3 a day. Five firms acceded 
to the demands of the strikers. 

Rockrorp, III., June 11.—[Special.]—All 
the tailors in the city struck today for higher 
wages. 


PRIZES FOR PUBLIC SCHOOL PUPILS. 


Medals for Essays on American History— 
Requirements for Competition. 

The Committee on Teachers of the Board 
of Education has decided to offer at once the 
following prizes for essays on American pa- 
triotism: To each high school one first prize, 
gold medal; two second prizes,'bronze medals, 
To each grammar school one first prize, silver 
medal; two second prizes, bronze medals. 
The pupils of each school will thus have three 
medais for which to compete. Each princi- 
pal will determine for his or her school all 
the details of this competition, subject to the 
following limitations: 

1. The general theme of the essays is to be 
the subject of American patriotism as illus- 

trated in the lives of individuals or in the 
history of events connected with the found- 
of the American Republic. 

The names of the successful competitors 
walt be furnished to Mr. Lawson, who gave 
the money: the interest of which pays for the 
medais, on or before Saturday, June 23, so 
that the medals may be suitably engraved 
before presentation. Provision will be made 
for transmitting these names in due season. 

3. Principals willframe their own regula- 
tions as to the method of making the 
awards; but it is suggested that the an- 
nouncement of the successful competitors 
be deferred until the day of presentation, 
June 29. Competition is open to both sexes. 


Finally Reclaimed Her Son. 

SHELBYVILLE, III., June 11.—(Special.]—The 
happy meeting of a mother and her 12-year-old 
son after six years’ separation occurred in this 
city last week. About fifteen years ago the 
woman separated from her husband, and at the 
age of 6 years her boy, Truman, was placed in a 
Catholic school at Lafayette, Ind., with the un- 
derstanding that she should have him when he 
reached the age of 12 years.

At the head of such an institu- 
tion I should like to pass the remainder of 
my days, eschewing all ambition for a publi 
career.” This was the substance o 
his remarks, though he talked at 
some length and with great enthu- 
siasm of the ) which appeared 
to lie so close to his heart. Finally Editor 
Smith was led by something that was said 
to ask this question: Mr. field, has it 
ever occurred to you that you will some day 
be President of the United States!“ Gar- 
tield paused a moment, pensively, and then 
replied with that frankness for which he 
was noted: “Yes. You may laugh at me if 
you wish, but for many years I have be- 
lieved that I shall some day be President of 
the United States.” This conversation 
made such an impression on my mind.“ said 
Editor Smith, and I had such distrust of 
my own memory and my ability to repeat the 
beautiful, earnest words which Mr. Garfield 
had uttered throughout the talk that I have 
never printed a word about it. Within twen- 
ty months of that night Garfield was the 
candidate of nis party for the Presidency.“

DEPEW NOT A CANDIDATE. 


A Letter to That Effect Received by a 
Western Delegate. 

CuicaGco, iL, June 10.—[Globe-Democrat 

Special. |—“ Mr. Depew will not be a candi- 


te. 

his exceedingly important declaration 1s 
quoted from a private letter just received 
from New York. The letter is addressed to 
a gentleman who is one of the delegates-at- 
large from a Western State, and who will be 
a prominent figure in the convention. The 
announcement of Mr. Depew’s conclusion 1s 
from a gentieman in his confidence, and is 
regarded by the recipient as entirely author- 
itative. The letter was shown to the corre- 
spondent today, and this is the first publica- 
tion of its contents. The explanation.of Mr. 
Depew’s position is this: He has satistied 
himself fully, by careful inquiry, that he is 
not the most available man forthe party to 
nominate. He believes that he could carry 
New York, but he believes that his record as 
a railroad President and a corporation law- 
yer might cost some Northwestern Electoral 
votes. Having satisfied himself on this score, 
he counts himself out of tne list. 

The letter which contains this interesting 
bit of news also brings the information that 
there is no likelihood of the New York dele- 
gation acting together in the support of any 
one candidate. Assurances had been given 
Mr. Depew of nearly the entire vote of the 

New York delegation, but now that he will 
not be before the convention all the present 
indications. are against 4 concentration on 
any other man. It is believed that Sherman 
will get a dozen votes out of New 
York, that Gresham will get fully 
as many, and that the remainder will 
be distributed impartially. Hiscock may 
get a few complimentary votes on the first 

allot from New Lork delegates, but it is cer- 
tain that he will not get the full vote of the 


State, or anything like it. The best informa- 


tion that can be got points to a general scat- 
tering of the New York vote. Most of the 
deiegates from that State are men entirely 
new in National Conventions. Indeed, only 
thirteen of the seventy-two were in the dele- 
gation four years ago. Six ofthe thirteen 
were out and out Arthur men, and six were 
just as loud for Blaine. The unlucky thir- 
teenth cast the solitary vote which was given 
to Bob Lincoln in 1884. It seems to be pretty 
generally understood that Warner Miller, 
whois oneof the New York delegates-at- 
large, will be d upon by the National 
Committee for Temporary Chairman of the 
convention.

ATTACKS THE HUMORIST. 


WOODBURN OF NEVADA PAYS HIS RE- 
SPECTS TO SUNSET COX, 


The Western Gentleman Indulges in Some 
Broad Insinuvations—A Southern Con- 
gressman’s Novel Ideas Concerning the 

solution of the Tariff Question—Demo- 
crats Arraigned for T.eir Position on 
Pension Legisiation—More Money for 
Letter-Carriers—Capital Notes. 


Wasnrnerton, D. C., June 11.—Today in the 
House Mr. Woodburn of Nevada made a bit- 
ter personal attack upon Mr. Cox of New 
York, taking for his text extracts from Mr. 
Cox’s tariff speech iu which he characterized 
Nevada as a “ rotten borough” and ridiculed 
its representative in the House. The gentle- 
man, he said, called Nevada a rotten borough, 
but he defied the gentieman to name any in- 
stance of the purchase of the Legislature of 
that State. He defied the gentleman to 
name atime in her history when there had 
not been an honest vote, honéstly 
counted. Nevada never had to boast of a 
Connolly, a Sweeney, a Cardoza, a Field, or an 
Ingersoll, and it was to her credit that she 
had never produced a Cox. [Laughter.] Sue 
needed no Canada on her border to shelter her 
thieves and political scoundrels. Unlike the 
State of New York, the capacity of her ballot- 
boxes was limited by the quantity, of votes 
cast; and if the Blair bill became a law his 
constituents would not get cents where the 
gentleman's constituents would get dollars. 
If all the corruption fund that would be 
expendtd to carry the Empite State for 
Cleveland were put into Virginia City, 
it would not have a perceptible influence 
on any one of the tour wards. He 
had always heard that the gentleman 
was the wit and tne humorist of the House, 
but he had never been convinced of it until 
the gentieman delivered his speech on the 
tariff. He remembered when Ben But- 
ler “shoo flied the gentleman into silence 
the people believed that he would forever 
cease co pose as the funny man of Congress. 
But the gentleman had evidently become. 
jealous of Mr. Allen of Mississippi, and in a 
desperate effort to regain his shattered rep- 
utation had selected his (Woodburn’s) name 
for a humorous analysis. If his name were 
the same as that of the gentleman from New 
York he would have the good sense never to 
permit it to pe the subject of criticism on the 
floor of the House. e had read modern and 
ancient, sacred and profane, history, and 
he haa failed to find that the name of Cox 
‘Was ever associated with a decent or con- 
spicuous achievement. The Almighty had 
never destined to immoriality a man bearing 
the name of Cox. He then quoted Mr Cox’s 
remarks eulogistic of the Celt and deroga- 
tory of the Saxons, and commented upon the 
marvelous change which had come over the 
sentiments of the gentleman since he wrote 
The Buckeye Abroad.“ From this book he 
quoted to show that in 1854 Mr. Cox had heid 
views derogatory to the Celt, and he de- 
clared that the Buckeye in Ohio was 
totally different from the Buckeye 
wten he placed his carpet bag in 
Tammany Hall. The geutleman was Dr. 
Jekyll and Mr. Hyde. Mr. Woodburn then 
went into an analysis of Mr. Cox’s middie 
name of Sullivan, and denied that gentie- 
man’s claim that he wasa descendant of Gen.

LITTLE HOPE FOR ITS PASSAGE. 


A Florida Member Who Is Anuxious to Set- 
tle the Tariff Question Suddenly. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 11.—In the House 
today Mr. Dougherty of Florida introduced a 
resolution reciting chat at this time there 
seems to be no probability of the passage at 
this session of Congressof the Mills bill; 
that there is a large surplus in the Treasury 
which is daily accumulating to the detriment 
of general business, and which tends to the 
contracting of the circulating medium of 
the country; that the uncertainty as to 
whether the Mills bill in its present 
shape will ever become law is, to say the 
least, great, almost certainly not in time to 
give the relief demanded; and that the late 
unfortunate and unnecessary civil war made 
an enormous and daily creasing pension 
list just and necessary; that the success of 
the armies of the United States made possi- 
ble and secured the accumulation of large 
private and corporate fortunes all over the 
country; and instructing the Committee 
on Ways and Means to report to 
the House bills: First, repealing all 
laws providme for internal revenue 
taxation, and removing all of such tax ex- 
cept that now collected upon spirits distilled 
in whole or part of grain, and upon malt 
liquors; second, providing for the levy and 
collection ot a graduated tax upon all in- 
comes of persons, corporations, associations, 
and trusts of $5,000 and upward per annum, 
the proceeds of said income tax to be devoted 
exclusively to the payment of pensions; 
third, providing that ail articles or products 
not manufactured or produced in the United 
States shall enter the ports of the United 
States free of all import duty. 


GENERAL CAPITAL NEWS, 


Mr. Grosvenor Makes a Desperate Struggle 
for Pension Legislation. 

Wasnineron, D. C., June 11.—In the House 
today Mr. Grosvenor of Ohio offered a reso- 
lution assigning July 5, 7, 9, 10, 11, and 12 for 
the consideration of general pension jegisla- 
tion, precedence to be given to the arrears 
limitation repeal and the dependent pen- 
sion bills. The resolution was accompanied 
by a long preamble, to the reading of which 
(as being a stump speech) Mr. Springer of 
Illinois objected. Thereupon Mr. Grosvenor 
witndrew the resolution, stating that he 
would get the preambie into the record ina 
speech. The House proceeded to the consid- 
eration of District business, the first bill 
called up being that to increase the police 
force of the District of Columbia. 

Mr. Grosvenor took the floor upon this bill, 
commenting sarcastically upon the fact that 
all the great questions in the House had been 


laid aside in order to enable the body to con- 


sider a bill increasing the police force of the 
District. He referred to the fact that the 
surplus was still accumuiating, that the fiscal 
year was nearing its close with the appro- 
priation bills still undisposed of, and finally 
came to the gist of his remarks with a cita- 
tion of the various general pension bills 
which had been reported on by committees 
or introduced in the House. 

Mr. Grosvenor then said that a petition had 
been presented to the Committee on Rules, 
8 by all the Republicans who were 
present in tne House, asking for an assign- 
ment of time to the Committee on Invalid 
Pensions, and ee oe attention 
to the demand there was the countr 


formai action of the Committee on Invalid 
Pensions for time to consider some 
pension bills, Up to this time 
the Committee on had not as- 
signed one day or one hour to the con 
tion of pension While it had given 
days to nearly every other committee, it had 
stubbornly refused to let Committee 
Invalid Pensions have a day. The 
eau party in its platform at Chicago had 
pl itself to substantial pensions to the 
soldiers, and the Democratic party in its 
platform had also announced itself in favor 
of liberal pensions. But, unfortunately, in 
the recent utterances of the Democratic 
party at St. Louis there was no word, no 
reference, no suggestion that the Democratic 
party in the future proposed to carry out its 
— to the Union soldiers of the coun- 
ry. 

Mr. Cannon of Illinois, as one of the miuor- 
ity members of the Committee on Rules, 
said that, so far as he knew, tnere had been 
no meeting of the committee for some weeks. 
The other minority member, Mr. Reed of 
Maine, and himself had asked that a meeting 
be calied$ in order that they at properly 
voice the sentiments of the Republican mem- 
bers of the House, but they had heard noth- 
ing in regard to it. 

Mr. Grosvenor then said he wanted the sol- 
diers of the country to understand that the 
minority was utterly powerless to call up a 
pension bill except with the consent and 
through the will of the majority, as expressed 
by the Committee on Rules.

Pardons have also been grant- 
ed to John Bishop of Minnesota, selling 
whisky to Indians, sentenced Oct. 7, 1887, to 
thirty days’ imprisonment and a fine of $500; 
John R. Barnes of Utah, cohabitation, 
sentenced April 30, 1888, to three months 
imprisonment and $300 fine; Zial Riggs of 
Utah, bigamy; W. P. McConnell of Montana, 
counterfeiting. sentenced May 18, 1886, to 
two and one-half years; and R. D. Jones of 
Utah, bigamy. 

MORE CARRIERS NEEDED. ~- 

The Postmaster-General today sent to Con- 
gress an additional estimate of appropriation 

or the free-delivery service for the next fis- 
cal year of $1,021.200. This additional amount 
the Postmaster-General says is necessary to 
carry out the provisions of the act extendin 
the Kight-Hour law to the letter-carriers.

GRESHAM’S GROWING STRENGTH. 


One of Harrison’s Friends Thinks the Jurist 
Should Be Nominated. 
... Waspryeton, D. C., June 10.—[Globe-Demo- 


crat Special.}]—Since the defeat of Gray for 


the Vice-Presidential nomination on the 
Democratic ticket there is a decided feeling 
here that the Hoosier State will go Repub- 
lican this fall. The Democrats believed that 
Mr. Gray, if placed on the National ticket, 
would carry the State, but none of 
them now pretend to believe that Thur- 
man will help the party in Indiana. 
Politicians of cool heads concede that the 
“Old Bandana was what nominated Mr. 
Thurman. Everybody realized that he was 
a playec-out statesman who in years gone by 
wielded considerabie influence, but when his 
Vice-Presidential boom was started, mostly 
for the purpose of scattering the forces of 
one or two candidates obnoxious to the Ad- 
ministration, nobody anticipated that a red 
rag would so wildly enthuse the Democracy 
that his nomination would become inevitable. 
But it is done, and upon sober reflection 
there are shrewd Democrats who believe a 
serious blunder has been made. 

The opportunity of carrying Indiana, it is 
believed, has been thrown away. Mr. Gray 
isashrewd politician, and it was believed 
that as the Vice-Presidential candidate he 
could have carried the State. As a mere 
private in the rear ranks of the Democracy, 
however, he has nothing to give, and po- 
litical promises will avail him nothing. 
This being the condition of affairs, it is the 

eneral sentiment among Republicans at the 

‘apital that the Chicago Convention should 

be wise, and in its wisdom embrace the 
opportunity which the Democrats have 
thrown away. They should make assurance 
doubly sure by placing an Indiana man on 
the ticket. Thisisthe drift of sentiment 
among the politicians, and in this connec- 
tion the name of Gresham is universally 
mentioned. First, that it is considered wise 
and politic to place an Indiana man on the 
ticket, and it follows that the Indiana candi- 
dates are discussed. There are only two who 
are at all seriously considered. They are 
Gresham and Harrison, both candidates for 
the first place. 

A Republican Congressman from Indiana, 
who is an avowed supporter of Harrison, 
sums up the situation in the following lan- 


guage: 

„Indiana has been instructed for Harri- 
son. I am for Harrison, and ali the members 
of the delegation, so far as I know, are for 
Harrison. Harrison is a shrewd politician, 
able, and as a 1 official and private 
citizen his record is excellent, but he is no 
better than Gresham. With the politicians 
in our State Harrison is strong, but 
Gresham is popular with the masses of the 
people. Harrison can carry tre State, and 
so can Gresham. Indeed, I believe Gresbam 
could carry it by a digger majority 
than Harrison. Gresham seems to be 
gaining outside the State and Har- 
rison doesn’t. Tne Gresham boom 
didn’t amount to much in Indiana, but 
it is certainly spreading in other sections of 
the Union. Of course I am forHarrison, but 
I begin to believe it would be better politics 
for Indiana to vote for Gresham after it casts 
the first few ballots for Harrison.“ 

This is the way a Harrison man, who has 
watched the Gresham movement with abso- 
lute astonishment, expresses himself. He 
believes now that Harrison has been dis- 
tanced, but as a political follower of the ex- 
Senator he is pledged to his support to the 
end. He adds, however: 

“Of course, if the convention wants 
Gresham in preference to Harrison, Indiana, 
Uke Sarkis, will be found willing.“

Mr. Parkhurst, for the Prosecution, Gives 
the Court His Views of the Conspiracy 
Which He Believes Has Been Shown to 
Exist—Mr. Hynes Gets into a Discussion 
with the Court on Poiats of Law—The 
Case May Be Finished Today. 


Attorney Parkhurst had his inning in the 
Welch case yesterday. The criminal con- 
spiracy, he said, which was laid at the door 
of Holmes, Haray, Welch, Starkey, and Hag- 
gerty directly involved the reputation of two 
members of the bar and a member of so- 
ciety who, until the present time, occupied 
an enviabie position asa man of humanity, 
integrity, and honesty. Welch had had no 
fall. Charged with jury-fixing, he would not 
be shunned by ‘this associates. He would go 
on as he had gone before, with none the less 
good opinion from his friends and intimates. 
But there had been a fail, and Lucifer’s de- 
scent from the realms of light was not more 
swift than was C. B. Holmes’ fall from pub- 
lic estimation. “I have more respect for 
Welch than I have for Holmes,” said Mr. 
Parkhurst, for jury-bribing came natural 
to Welch and it is not incompatible with his 
character. But Holmes, posing as an honor- 
able, upright, charitable, and religious man, 
what shall we say of him, knowing that he 
is the head and front of this conspiracy ! 

„Can your Honor doubt, after listening at- 
tentively as you have done to the evidence 
in the case, asked Mr. Parkhurst, ‘“‘ that a 
conspiracy between the men here charged 
with it exists? I don’t pretend to assert that 
C. M. Hardy was one of the original con- 
spirators in this damning plot to make a 
laughing stock of justice. But he is in it.“ 

Mr. Parkhurst analyzed Mr. Holmes’ rela- 
tion to the case and came to the conclusion 
that he lied. He said the Sunday-School 
Superintendent lied when he said that he did 
not know of Welch’s reputation, and he lied 
to District-Attorney Ewing in the Vande- 
venter case. Proven untruthful in two 
instances was he to be believed in any 
others? 

After a further review of the evidence Mr. 
Parkhurst concluded his speech thus: Al-

What the Mines of This Country Have 
Turned. Out. 


The story of our mineral wealth comes in 
an official report from Washington, and the 
fascination which honest inquiry will always 
find in attends in a g pecial degree this 
tog of our minerallresources. There 

thirteen metallic minerals in the list,

there is an impression that gold and gee 
are the only metals worth considering aristo- 
cratic, despising the plebeian iron.

The metallic products for the five years 
amount in the aggregate to $1,006,274,232, an 
enormous addition to the wealth of the coun- 
try, and happily a better result in 1886 than 
in the previous years, with the exception of 
1882, when the exceptional vaiue of the iron 
discovered made that an especially prosper- 
ous year in mining. 
The non-metallic minerals are thirty-six, 
embrac coal, petroleum, lime, salt, borax, 
sulphur, flint, and natural gas among others. 
Coal, petroleu lime, and building stone 
lead largely in ue, salt following, but less 
in value. e market value of e anthra- 
cite and bituminous coal mined, somewhat 
less than the value affixed at the N ay 
$719, 158,802—nearly as much as iron 
and silver combined. The salt yield is a ddl 
846, while mineral waters, which were not 
quoted in 1882, returned a value of $1,254,070 
in 1886.
